of Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address. 
This morning Post m aster Oyler an ­ 
nounced that the local office had 
sold 973.398 three-cent stamps and 
cancelled 397.580 First Day Covers. 
The latter figure is more than 20,000 
in excess of the previous high for 
commemorative First Day Covers.

GARDEN TASKS 
FOR NOVEMBER 


Prepare mulching m aterial to be 
put en after the ground has frozen 
hard and the plants are dormant 
Excellent mulching 
m aterials are 
straw or hay, tobacco stems, leaves 
and pine needles. 
Stake newly planted trees ra that 
snow and winter 
winds will 
not 
move them. Wrap burlap around 
these new trees from the ground 
up to the first branches to prevent 
run scald, drying of the bark and 
attack from borers. Deciduous trees 
and shrubs can be planted until 
the ground freezes. 
Start 
saving wood 
ashes from 
your fireplace; 
they will serve as 
a good soil improver in the spring 
Evergreens should be well watered 
as long as the ground is not frozen.
